Oklahoma City, Okla., May 16.—The 
establishment by the Methodist Episco- 
pal church, south, of a new university 
to replace Vanderbilt university, be- 
came a strong probability here tonight 
with the adoption by the general con- 
ference of the church of the majority 
report of the committee of fifteen, aft- 
er oratory, both for and against the 
report, had been plentiful in morning, 
afternoon and night sessions. 

The final vote on the motion to adopt 
the majority report, taken at 11 o'clock, 
resulted: 

Aves 155, nays 134. 

The vote came after a motion [to 
substitute the minority report had 
been lost bya vote of 151 against the 
substitution and 140 for it. A motion 
to reconsider was then entered and 
the conference adjourned until 9 
o'clock Monday morning. 

The final vote came tonight after an 
entire day of oratorical battle. At 11 
o’clock this morning the reports of the 
committee were made the special order 
of the day and were discussed by a 
large number of delegates, both lay 
and clerical. 

For the first time since the general 
conference began ten days ago, an aft- 
ernoon session was held. When it be- 
came apparent that a final vote could 
not be reached during the afternoon, a 
night session, also the first of its kind 
since the conference began, was ar- 
ranged for. 

Delegates Worn and ‘Tired. 

The delegates were worn and tired 
when the last roll call was taken, but 
almost- every one stuck by his post 
until adjournment. 

At toright’s session, Bishop E. D. 
Mouzon. of San Antonio, Texas, pre- 
sided. Among those speaking in favor 
of the majority report, previous to the 
final vote, were Dr. T. P. Durham, 
Winston-Salem, N. C.: Dr. Bascom 
Anthony, Wrightsville, Ga., and D. H. 
Linebaugh, Muskogee, Okla. For the 
minority report at the night session, 
speeches were made by — ww, 2s Bee 
lett. dean of Vanderbilt university, 
Nashville, Tenn.; H. N. Snyder, Spar- 
tanburg, S. C., and Dr. W. A. Christian, 
Richmond, Va. 

Following the close of the speeches 
tonight, a call for the previous ques- 
tion was sustained on an aye and nay 
vote. and the roll call on the vote re- 
garding the substitution of the minor- 
ity report was then taken. 

Oratory was plentiful throughout the 
day. In the various speeches Chan- 
cellor J. H. Kirkland and tire board of 
trust of Vanderbilt were severely ar- 
raigned as having betrayed the trust 
placed in them by the church; the ac- 
tion of the college of bishops in con- 
nection with the university since the 
last general conference was unanimous- 
ly approved and plans were proposed 
for the consideration of the conference.

The conferente showed its desire to 
hurry action on the Vanderbilt case at 
the morning session when, at the com- 
pletion of the reading of the minutes 
of the previous session, G. H. Line- 
bauch, chairman of the special commit- 
tee, sought to have the committee's re- 
ports made the order of the dey.

Washington, May 16.—American di- 
Pplomatic missions to Argentina and 
Chile to@av were elevated in rank 
from legations to embassies, when 
President Wilson, in the presence «of 
the Argentina and Chilean ministers 
to the United States, Romula 8S.

prominent officials, signed the two 
bills passed by congress for that pur- 
pose.

Ur PRIVATE PARKS: 


Huerta Deserter Reaches 
Vera Cruz and Tells Gen. 
Funston How the American 
Soldier Was Killed. 


Vera Cruz, May 16.—Additional con- 
firmation of the execution of Private 
Samuel Parks, of the Twenty-eighth 
infantry, was received today. One of 
Huerta’s conscripts who had deserted, 
brought into the American lines, said 
he was an eye-witness of the execution 
of Parks, and agreed to relate the facts, 
so far as he knew them, to the Ameri- 
Can general in command if, in return, 
he would be given work or otherwise 
cared for; 

Reports from Mexico City brought in 
by the refugees describe President 
Huerta as enjoying daily rides and his 
frequent appearances at the cafes and 
restaurants, accompanied by only one 
or two aides and intimate friends. 

On the face of this apparent non- 
chalace, ihoweevr, rumors of Huerta’s 
flight are circulated here daily. 
are not taken seriously by most of those 
acquainted with Huerta’s views. 

Rebels Aided by Storm, 

A heavy rainstorm, flooding trenches 
and blowing torrents into the faces of 
the federals, contributed much to their 
defeat at Tampico, according to Amer- 
icans who have come here from that 
port. The constitutionalists took ad- 
Vantage of this and poured a terrific 
fire into them, forcing them back from 
the outposts into the town. Immedi- 
ately the federals began entraining. 

The federals burned the barracks 
before evacuating, destroying a large 
quantity of ammunition. 

The constitutionalists came into the 
town shooting in the air and shouting: 
“Viva Carranza! Viva Wilson!” 

There was little actual disorder and 
little looting. Within two hours the 
water supply and light connections 
were restored; police guarded the town 
and saloons were closed. Several per- 
sons engaged in looting were shot. 

During the early part of the action 
federals raided the Southern hotel, tak- 
ing all arms and money found. The 
German consul, R. Everbusch, accom- 
panied by the American vice consul, 
Thomas H. Bevan, proceeded through 
the residential district and placed Ger- 
man seals on all the houses. hese 
were not touched. The refugees knew 
of no cases of private houses having 
been looted. 

Tampico is quiet: the stores 
been reopened and Americans 
turning on every steamer. 

Should Huerta Blockade. 

With Tampico occupied it is expect- 
ed that that part of Mexico will cease 
almost immediately to be the scene 
of constitutionalist operations, except 
for the part the port will play as a 
base for supplies. 

Should President 
there will be plenty for his two gun- 
boats on the gulf to do, as, including 
Matamoros, the constitutionalists now 
have in their possession three ports 
north of Vera Cruz. Small boats might 
land cargoes either at Matamoros or 
Tuxpam. 

To the west of Tampico, the only 
federals are those who evacuated Tam- 
poy and they appear to be in a hope- 
ess position. They are confronted by 
large forces, who for many weeks have 
been controlling the region south and 
east of Cerritos. 

With this band disposed of. the con- 
stitutponalists will be in absolute con- 
trol westward to the line which runs 
from Saltillo south to San Luis Potosi. 

It is not belleved that the federals 
are in a position to do anything but 
act on the defensive at either of these 
places against attacks by the com- 
bined constitutionalists’ armies. 


Both Sides Lack Ammunition. 


lt is not regarded by military men 
as difficult for the constitutionalists 
to hold their lines of communication 
to the rear in any direction, but they 
are not inclined to regard a sweeping 
advance by the constitutionalists into 
the southlands as a simple matter. The 
constitutionalists are known to be 
short ef ammunition, and their tactics 
heretofore have not been such as to 
warrant the belief that they will move 
quickly and strike hard. In the ad- 
vance on Saltillo and San Luis Potosi 
they will encounter many obstacles, 
because of the nature of the country, 
and it is thought that Huerta will 
urge his men to a stubborn resistance. 
it is realized, however, that the morale 
of Huerta’s army is growing worse 
and it is known that he, too, is short 
of ammunition.

Response of Governor Ammons. 

Denver, May 16.—In response to 
President Wilson's message, Governor 
Ammons telegt raphed that an extra ses- 
sion of the legislature, just adjourned, 
had provided a one million-dollar bond 
issue to cover past and future ex- 
penses of the state militia. The gov- 
ernor expressed confidence that as soon 
as these funds are available the state 
will be able to control the situation. 

The Colorado mine districts have 
been under virtual martial law for 
months. Previous to the arrival of fed- 
eral troops, three weeks ago, the mines 
were guarded by state militia. After 
the militia and strikers participated in 
a battle at Ludlow on April 20, when 
twenty-one were killed, and after 
other serious conflicts, the militia was 
replaced by federal troops. 

Of the $1,000,000 provided by the 
bond issue referred to by Governor 
Ammons, $691,000 has been spent in 
past expenses of the militia. 

The governor's reply to the president 
was: 

“| regret exceedingly that you have 
been misinformed. The legislature has 
just passed an act, which I have ap- 
proved, providing for a bond issue of 
$1,000,000 to pay the indebtedness in- 
curred and which may be incurred in 
suppressing insurrection and defend- 
ing the state. 

‘As soon as these bonds can be is- 
sued these funds will be available and 
this state can and will control the situ- 
ation. This is the only constitutional 
method of raising funds in the imme-* 
diate future. In addition'to this act, 
the legislature has enacted a law per- 
mitting the @wovernor to close saloons 
in times of disorder and also a law 
prohibiting the carrving and dispo- 
sition of firearms in times of dtsorder. 
Moreover, a committee on mediation 
on the present strike has been pro- 
vided for and appointed.’ 

The Strike Measures Passed. 

The governor's call for an extra ses- 
sion of the legislature asked the en- 
actment of five strike measures.

Washington, May 16.—Just who got 
the vanished millions belonging 
stockholders of the New Haven railroad 
how the deals were carried out 
which these millions were divested 
from the road's treasury 
of favored financiers, are 
which the interstate commerce 
mission expects to answer through the 
pending investigation into the New 
Haven’s financial affairs. 

This, it was stated authoritatively 
today, is the purpose of the commis- 
sion in forcing the examination of 
Charles S. Mellen, former president of 
the New Haven and of other witnesses 
who have been or will be called upon 
to testify.

Bought to Unload. 

Examination of papers and docu- 
ments, now in posession of the commis- 
sion, indicate clearly, Chief Counsel Jo- 
seph W. Folk pointed out, that it be- 
came really a practice of certain finan- 
cial interests to purchase properties 
which they had been led to believe the 
New Haven wanted and then unload 
them onto the New Haven at from two 
to four times what they paid for them. 

In the view of the commission and of 
Mr. Folk, suit would lie against these 
interests by which they could be forced 
to restore money so obtained to the 
New Haven stockholders. Already some 
of the methods employed in financing 
the deals have been shown by Mr. Mel- 
len, but in the opinion of Chief Counsel 
Folk after an examination of the docu- 
mentary evidence now in hand, the 
story vet to be told will be one of 
amazing financial jugglery and manip- 
ulation. In his judgment the facts de- 
veloped will show the necessity for the 
enactment by the congress of legisla- 
tion along these lines: 

To prohibit officials of a railroad 
from being financially interested in any 
subsidiary of the road with which they 
are connected; ? 

To prohibit one railroad from owning 
stock in another; 

To provide for government supervis- 
ion of the issuance of all common car- 
tier securities, and, 

To hold common earrier. directors 
criminally Hable for mismanagement 
of the trusts imposed upon them. 

Chief Counsel Folk said that neither 
he nor the commission had received 
further communication from the de- 
partment of justice concerning the tes- 
timony of Mr. Mellen, already adduced 
or about to be given. It is reiterat- 
ed that the position of Mr. Folk and 
the commission is that it is more im- 
portant to prevent in future such 
abuses as have been shown and indi- 
cated than it is to put anybody in fail. 

Mr. Folk says frankly: 

“The question of immunity is of lit- 
tle consequece as compared to. the 
benefits to the public which will grow 
out of Mr. Mellen’s testimony.”

On the contention that the Hotel 
Ansley had tried to charge them an 
unreasonable rate for their room, Mr. 
and Mrs. J. W. Ware have been granted 
a temporary injunction by Judge Pen- 
dleton, of the superior court, enjoining 
the hotel from dispossessing them of 
the room, which they declare they hold 
under contract for $60 a month rent. 

Ware says that on April 27, Manager 
J. F. Letton, of the Ansley, notified 
him by letter that his month expired 
on April 20, and if he wished to retain 
his room he would have to pay $10 
a day in advance for sam@ Ware at- 
tributes the high rate to the large num- 
ber of visiting Shriners and says that 
the rate was both illegal and excessive. 

He further declares that Letton went 
to his room on May 7 while he and his 
wife were away, and putting a new 
lock on the door locked them out. Ware 
Says he climbed over the transom and 
opened the door for his wife, and then 
defied Letton or any one else to dis- 
possess him. 

Manager Letton, when questioned 
last night, said that last September the 
imperial potentate of the Shriners 
signed a contract for every room in the 
hotel except those occupied by perma- 
nent guests, and named the rate of 
$10 a day and included it in the con- 
tract. 

“The Wares 
guests,” declared Mr. Letton: “their 
contract was only for April, and we 
notified them that we would have to 
turn their room over to the imperial 
council during Shrine week. They ab- 
solutely refused to vacate. In self-de- 
fense, we issued them the rates of the 
Shriner contract. They refused to va- 
cate and we were compelled to use a 
shut-out key. 

“As to the acrobatic stunt of scaling 
the transom, that is not true. In fact 
very little of the printed account sup- 
posed to have been given out by them 
is true.” 

The trial was set for last Friday, but 
postponed until Monday.

Big Conventions 


With the arrival of three spécial 
trains bringing returning Shriners 
from Savannah and the departure of 
the special train bearing the nobles 
of Moila temple, of St. Joseph Mo., at 
10:15 o'clock Saturday morning, the 
Southern railway completed the larg- 
est passenger movement in its history, 
and what is believed to have been one 
of the most successfully-handled 
movements ever accomplished by any 
American railway. 

From 6 o'clock, the morning of Sun- 
day, May 10, until 6 o’clock Tuesday 
morning, forty-eight special trains 
were brought into Atlanta over the 
Southern railway, or an average of 
one per hour for the two days. Thir- 
ty-five special trains were operated 
out of Atlanta for the return move- 
ment. All of these trains were han- 
dled practically on schedule time and 
without an accident of any kind. 

Not a Single Robbery. 

One remarkable feature of the han- 
dling of this large number of passen- 
gers was that nota single robbery or at- 
tempt at robbery was reported as hav- 
ing taken place at the Terminal sta- 
tion or at any of the places where cars 
were parked by the Southern railway. 
This was due to the work of the spe- 
cial force of uniformed and plain 
clothes officers which the railway had 
duty. 

In addition to the special trains 
there were extra sections of many 
trains and extra equipment on practi- 
cally all regular trains, and these were 
handled with the same dispatch as the 
special trains, no demoralization of the 
regular train service resulting from 
the great number of special trains. 

The entirely satisfactory manner in 
which this business was handled 
should prove of great benefit to At- 
lanta and other southern cities in ef- 
forts which they make in the future 
to secure large gatherings.

May 16.—(Special.)—On 
the eve of the opening of the Georgia 
jubilee celebration Tuesday morning, 
Macon is busily engaged in gathering 
up the loose ends of ‘preparations that 
have been in progress for weeks.

Over 400 babies have been entered 
in the “Better Babies’’ contest to be 
held during the three days of the jubi- 
lee. One mother has entered four of 
her offspring, the oldest of which is 
fifty-six months and the voungest ten 
months. There are several’ sets of 
twins and triplets. Mothers all over 
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Georgia have been entering their 
babies. The contest is to be for the 
purpose of determining the most physi- 
cally perfect baby in Georgia, regard- 
less of wealth or family standing. 

The suffragettes are planning a big 
rally during the jubilee, but their ac- 
tivity has caused the “antis” to organ- 
ize, and during the suffragette demon- 
stration hundreds of Macen women 
have pledged themselves to wear the 
red rose, the emblem of the “antis.”’

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DAVIS T0 BE TRIED AGAIN 
FOR MURDER OF HIS WIFE 


State Claims Confession of 
Dying Brother Does Not 
Clear Husband. 


Brumswick, Ga., May 16.—(Special.) 
The Glynn superior court will meet in 
regular session Monday morning, and 
it is expected that it will be one of the 
most interesting sessions of the court 
held in recent vears, as there are four 
or five murder cases to be tried. 

Interest centers on the second trial 
of V. H. Davis, who is charged with 
the murder of his wife, the case 
abounding in the most sensational 
circumstances. Mrs. Davis was mur- 
dered along the road of the A., B. @ A., 
some fifteen miles from this city, and 
her body was not found until several 
days after the crime was committed. 
Fividence pointed strongly to the hus- 
band and his brother, J. R. Davis. The 
husband was immediately arrested, but 
his brother made good his escape. 

Two months later the husband was 
tried, the trial lasting for almost a 
week. The state contended that a con- 
spiracyv existed between the husband 
and his brother to mtrder Mrs. Davis, 
and some strong evidence was intro- 
duced. Two or three witnesses swore 
that they saw the brother leave the 
train with his sister-in-law a short 
distance from where the murder was 
committed. The jury, after remaining 
out for a dav or two, failed to agree 
and a mistrial was declared. 

Then. about a motnh later, 
news from New Orleans that J. R. 
Davis, the brother, was ill in a hos- 
pital in that city, and, seeins that death 
was near, he made a full confession, in 
which he statedthat he committed the 
murder single-handea, adding that his 
brother—the husband of the murdered 
woman—was not in any way impli- 
cated. Sheriff Berrie immediately left 
for New Orleans, but Davis died just a

few hours before the Glynn county of- 
ficer arrived. His last statement was 
that his brother was not implicated in 
the crime. 

When the husband was informed 
that his brother had confessed he was 
jubilant. “tT hope they’ll break his 
neck,’’ he is alleged to have said. and 
then, when informed of his brother's 
death, he expressed sorrow. 

The death of the brother, of course. 
has somewhat complicated the case, 
but still the state has some verv 
strong circumstantial evidence show- 
ing that the husband was implicated. 
Just what figure the confession of the 
brother will have is not known. The 
case, however, will be as hard fought 
as it was at the first trial

Baptists Vote to Reconsider 
Report on Boards — Next 
Convention to Houston. 
Modern Literature Hit. 


Nashville, Tenn., May 16.—After a 
two days’ debate advocates of central- 
izing the three important boards of the 
Southern Baptist convention won what 
4s considered a victory when the dele- 
Sates today voted to refer for recon- 
Bideration the portion of the efficiency 
commission’s report recommending that 
the boards be maintained as at present. 
As now constituted they are the foreign 
mission board at Richmond, Va., the 
home mission board at Atlanta, Ga., and 
the Sunday school board at Nashville. 

Before entering into consideration 

f the efficiency commission's report 
today the convention formally was pre- 
Bented with the new building of the 
Sunday school board here and decided 
upon Houston, Texas, as the next meet- 
ing place in May, 1915. The presenta- 
tion exercises were featured by Presi- 
dent Lansing Burrows’ address, in 
which he excoriated present-day lHter- 
G@ture and drama. 

Modern Literature Denounced. 

“What God, the creator of mind and 
inspirer of thought, has intended to 
make men wise unto salvation 
through faith, which is in Christ 
Jesus,” Dr. Burrows declared, “the 
arch enemy has seized with which 
they may be lured to destruction. Hav- 
ing a delirious interest in reading, we 
@re easy prey to the designing. Thus 
are all the hateful dogmas of re- 
ligious, social and _ political heresy 
propogated. Socialism, as represented 
by one of its leaders, puts nine-tenths 
of its income into literature, choosing 
the Sabbath day for its distribution 
into the homes of the people. The ad- 
herents of an hysterical substitute for 
soul-saving in the guise of a body- 
healing publish a daily journal of no 
mean proportions. 

“The cult of libidinous’ through 
innumerable cheap magazines present 
ettractive pictures of undraped forms, 
and even the advertisements reveal 
Women in corsets and men in under- 
clothes. And God's people fill their 
center tables, around which gather 
their unsuspecting children, with 
these seductive influences, As one of 
Our own cherished leaders has ex- 
pressed it, ‘the weakest place in our 
denominational life is that occasioned 
by our lack of making adequate pro- 
vision of the supplying the masses of 
the people with the right kind of re- 
ligious literature.’ ”’ 

Best Seller Worst Smeller. 

After recounting the great achieve- 
ments of the Sunday school board, he 
said: 

“And now we stand before the door 
of opportunity.

“There is no more provincial place 
on the continent, says one who knows,

This is a great mis- 
take, and the commission's action was 
the result of repeated deliberations by 
subcommittees and the whole commis- 
sion.” 

F,. C. McConnell, of Waco, Texas, au- 
thor of the motion to refer the matter 
for reconsideration, Was the next 
speaker. 

“We do not: want to be revolution- 
ary,’’’ Mr. McConnell stated, “but we 
believe there should be progress. The 
day is near at hand when there will be 
only three great Christian bodies—the 
Baptists, the Catholics and the Fed- 
eralists. We are on the verge of a 
great upheaval, a Christian “cata- 
clysm.” 

The speaker asserted that there was 
need for action in this “great crisis.” 
He assured his hearers that his re- 
marks were not to be interpreted as 
being unfavorable to the present mem- 
bers of the three boards, but expressed 
the belief that the present board sys- 
tem needed changing to a central or- 
ganization. “I do not want to be quoted 
as criticising our boards,” he added. 
“If we do not appear satisfied with 
the report it is because of the great 
swell of our hearts for something more 
—something better.” 

Several expressions of opinion were 
offered at this point, but the speeches 
were terminated by a motion .to con- 
sider the remainder of the report and 
take up the disputed clauses later. 
There was little opposition to the rest 
of the report which, with a few amend- 
ments, was adopted. 


For Reconsideration. 


After the adoption of the bulk of 
the report .Mr. McConnell reintroduced 
his motion which was adopted to refer 
“the. preamble of section two and sub- 
section 6 of section one of the effic- 
iency commission's report,” to a com- 
mission for reconsideration. The per- 
sonnel of this commission is to be the 
same as the old body with the addition 
of F. C. McConnell, Dr. Livingstone 
Johnson, of Raleigh, N. C., and Dr. W. 
©. Powell, of Louisville, Ky. The sec- 
tions of the report mentioned recom- 
mend that the three boards as now con- 
stituted are conducive to the best in- 
terests of the Southern Baptist con- 
vention and should be maintained at 
their present location. 

This commission is to receive sug- 
gestions from the dénomination at 
large and report to the 1915 conven- 
tion. 

It is empowered to investigate the 
centralization plan, the consolidation 
of the two mission journals into one 
great periodical and any other matters 
of efficiency that may be deemed perti- 
nent. 

In accordance with the report of the 
nominating committee all the presi- 
dents of the present convention boards 
were re-elected. Several changes were 
made in the personnel of the vice presi- 
dents of the foreign mission board at 
Richmond, the home mission board at 
Atlanta, the Sunday school board here, 
and the Baptist Young People’s Union, 
at Louisville. 


Headquarters for Laymen. 


The convention decided tto change the 
headquarters of the laymen’s move- 
ment from Baltimore to Chattanooga, 
Tenn., and to place Dr. J. T. Hender- 
son, of Bristol, Tenn.-Va., in charge 
as corresponding secretary. The 
change was proposed in a report sub- 
mitted by Joshua Levering, of Balti- 
more, member of the laymen’s board. 
As a reason for the move, it was 
stated a more central southern loca- 
tion was desirable. Dr. Henderson is 
president of the Intermont college, at 
Bristol, Va.-Tenn. and it was stated 
that he would resign that position to 
accept the new office.

is a general impression that most 
the wreck and 
consequent damage to public 
and the public interest has been due 
to the machinations of men who man- 
aged different corporations, and ‘by 
the policies adopted for the different 
corporations constituting a system, or 
about to be consolidated into a sys- 
tem, wrought ruin to some or all of 
the carriers involved. 


Plenty of Competent Men. 


“It has been represented to us that 
that practice has ceased, that rail- 
road men no longer are dishonest or 
imcompetent, that it is a matter of 
convenience for the same men to han- 
dle different enterprises without hav- 
ing to consult so many different peo- 
ple, but our observation is that there 
are good enough men in the world to 
fill every responsible position and ‘then 
not have enough positions to go 
around. And, we observe, in answer 
to the suggestion that if the practice 
has ceased, the provision in the law 
will not hurt anybody, for no man 
will be punished unless he is guilty. 

“If any rash man should decide in 
the future to break out and imitate 
some of the disastrous escapades of 
the past, the law would be here to 
give him justice for his misdeeds. It 
further has been urged that in the 
case of large systems, formed by the 
consolidation of many smaller corpo- 
rations, it is not necessary to have 
different directors for all the minor 
corporations. We answer that it is not 
necessary to have these consolidations, 
and the most vicious thing about all 
combinations, in transportation and all 
ather kinds of business, is that. while 
it multiplies the benefits of the few 
men retained, it dispenses with the 
services of so many men both com- 
petent to fill the positions and entitled 
to the fair emoluments thereof.”

Patriotism, he said, is a principle, not 
a mere sentiment. No mam can be a 
true patriot who does not feel himself 
shot through and through with a deep 
ardor for what his country stands for, 
what its existence means, what its pur- 
pose is declared to be in its history and 
in its policy. 

“John Barry fought like every other 
man in the revolution, that America 
might be free to make her own life 
without interruption or disturbance 
from any other quarter. You can sum 
the whole thing up in that, that Amer- 
ica had a right to her own self-deter- 
mined life. 

“There are just as vital things stir- 
ring now that concern the existence of 
the nation, as were stirring in the time 
of the revolution, and every man who 
worthily stands in this presence should 
examine himself and see whether he 
has the full conception of what it 
means that America shall live her own 
life.”’

In accordance with the decision of 
the county executive committee, Albert 
D. Thomson, chairman of the subcom- 
mittee, yesterday issued a call for a 
meeting to be held Tuesday, at 9% 
o'clock, at which time the committee 
will begin a recount of the ballots cast 
in the last election for T. J. High- 
-tower, Jr., and Charles G. Turner, can- 
didates for county commissioners from 
the county-at-large. 

The handling of the ballots and the 
actual count will be made by the sub- 
committee. This committee is com- 
posed of Albert D. Thomson, chairman; 
J. O. Cochran, secretary; George M. 
Hope and Albert Howell. 

Will Limit Those Present. 

No persons but the candidates them- 
selves, their chosen representatives, 
members of the committee and Joseph 
Shearer, city hall custodian, will be 
allowed to enter the room in which 
the count will be made. The com- 
mittee has also decided not to allow 
the candidates nor their representa- 
tives to handle any of the ballots, and 
to eliminate any possibility of unfair- 
ness or fraud in the recount, the com- 
mittee has determined not to allow

any member of the committee to use 
a pencil in making the count 

Ballots which the committee declare 
to be improperly filled out will be 
thrown out. The committee will not 
hear objections or complaints “-om the 
candidates or their representatives, 
and any exceptions or complaints to 
be made while the recount is in prog- 
ress must be made in proper form and 
filed with the executive committee at 
the same time the report of the sub- 
committee is being filed. 

Most extraordinary precautions have 
been taken by the subcommittee to 
prevent contests. Rules drafted by the 
subcommittee have been sanctioned by 
the general committee. 

It is understood that Messrs. High- 
tower and Turner, the contesting can- 
didates, have agreed to abide by the 
rules of the subcommittee. 

Count Ninth Ward Box. 

The ninth ward, precint “A,” box 
will be counted by the committee, as 
also will the fifth ward box. Turner 
contested the right of the subcom- 
mnitteeé to include the ninth ward in 
the recount on the ground that it was 
left at the city hall unguarded for a 
considerable length of time, and that 
during the time it was unguardea it 
was possible for someone to tamper 
with the ballots. 

The general committee decided to 
count the box along with the boxes 
from every precinct in the county, and 
hear Turner’s complaint after the re- 
counted vote is compiled and the totals 
approved.

The grand jury will take up the per- 
jury and bribery investigation this 
week. The venire of thirty-six mem- 
bers was drawn vesterday, and Judge 
Ben Hill’s charge will be delivered 
Monday morning. It was stated in the 
gsolicitor’s office vesterday, however, 
that the investigation would hardly be 
put forth until later in the week, on 
account of work upon the Tye motion 
counter-showing. 

Mhe first cases to come before the 
grand jury will be the perjury charges 
Solicitor Dorsey will present the bods 
with the numerous repudiations of tes- 
timony, some of which repudiations 
have been denied, and w vill seek-to pros- 
ecute all who have recanted thetr trial 
evidence. 

The C. B. Ragsdale episode, in which 
the minister alleges he was bribed to 
make a false affidavit in the Frank 
case, will be presented before the grand 
jury the middle of the week, it is said.

Fred Calmes, of Americus, Ga., 
among the first wounded in the United 
States’ occupation of Vera Cruz, is now 
on the hospital ship Solace, and is 
rapidly tmproving. 

According to’a letter which hae just 
been received from him by his brother, 
James Calmes, of 308 Whitehall street, 
Atlanta, he expects to be out by May 
30, and ready to fight for his country 
again. 

His letter to his brother gives a very 
vivid description of the street fighting 
in Vera Cruz. Says the letter: 

“l am getting along nicely. I sup- 
pose you know JI was wounded at 
Vera Cruz, but I] Know that I got at 
least six ‘spicks’ before one got me. 

“The bullet hit me in my right groin, 
coming out through my hip. 

“We were marched up a street so we 
could not get hit, but the ‘spicks’ in 
the buildings fired on us. We started 
to retreat, returning fire, and just as 
soon as I fell I saw a dumpcart in the 
street loaded with trash, and I rolled 
under this. They certainly did try to 
hit me, for bullets fell all around the 
cart and on top of the trash in it, but 
when we finally got back to the ship 
and turned loose our big guns you 
could see the bulldings and the ‘spicks’ 
fall all kinds of ways.

Weekly Market Summary. 


New York, May 16.—Surface conditions 
tended to promote a more cheerful feeling 
in the security market this week and in 
consequence there was an upward move- 
ment in stocks. The cautious manner in 
which quotations were raised gave a fair 
representation of the extent of change in 
sentiment.

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GERMANY 1S UNEASY 
IN REGARD 10 RUSSIA 


Is 


Tone of Press Shows There 
Anxiety Over Possibility 
of Trade War. 


May 16.—It is not only as a 
possible military opponent that Ger- 
many is uneasy about Russia. The 
tone of the press daily shows that there 
is much anxiety over the possibility of 
a trade war, as well as much uneasi- 
ness over what is believed here to be 
growth of anti-German sentiment 
the big empire on the east. 

In some of Russia’s recent steps 
German observers believe they see a 
combination of military and trade pur- 
poses. One of these is the prohibitor 
of the export of horses, destined to 
keep in Russia all available mounts 
for cavalry forces, but which also af- 
fects German business interests. The 
already reported proposal to forbid 
Russian laborers from coming to Ger- 
many each harvest time would be a 
severe blow to the agriculturists, and 
the propsed increase of-.import tariffs 
on grains, now under consideration by 
the Russian government, would practi 
cally cut off an important market. 
Germany exported to Russia last year 
231,000 tons of rye, 22,000 tons of wheat 
and 38,000 tons of oats. These fig- 
ures do not include the considerable ex- 
ports to Finland. 

The long detention at Perm of Hans 
Berliner, and his two companions, who 
landed there after a record flight in 
their balloons, and the determination 
of Russian authorities to bring them 
to trial on charges of espionage, are 
generally considered in Germany ag re- 
prisals tor a number of recent unfor- 
tunate incidents, one of which also was 
responsivle for German industry los- 
ing an important contract. This was 
the case of a man named Popow, an 
engineer of the Russian ministry ot 
railways, who came to Germany to buy 
a number ot river steamers for his 
ministry He was arrested on suspi 
cion of being «4 spy. He left for lL.on- 
don immediately upon his release, say- 
ing he would give the contracts to En- 
glish firms. As a result of his experi- 
ence, the Russian railway ministry is 
contemplating placing no further or- 
ders in Germany unless the German 
firms or persons with whom the deal- 
ings are had are willing to furnish a 
cash bond to assure the Russian agents 
against being arrested, Naturally, no 
one will risk the loss of a considerable 
sum through the dunderheadedness of 
any minor official, and such a regula- 
tion would mean the practical exclu 
sion of German industry from the Rus- 
sian field. 

Another of these unfortunate 7 i- 
dents was the arrest in Cologne of Cap- 
tain Polajakow of the Russian marine 
ministry. He was enarged with pick- 
ing pockets. He was released shortly 
afterward and the policemen who have 
made the error have been punished 
but the incident was a further trial 
for Russia's patience It is not likely 
that there will be an out-and-out trade 
war or boycott, but it is felt by many 
Germans in high places that Russia is 

arrying on what is called, in German 
idiom, “a policy of pin pricks” and 
that it is doing nothing to check the 
growth of anti-German sentiment.

Endowment Fund Not Tx 
But An Opportunity For Good 


Club sister, please don’t think of the 
endowment fund as a tax, even a tax 
that is self-imposed. Think of it as 
an opportunity that has come to us all 
to do our part, great or small, for the 
good of the race—an opportunity. to 
reach out our hands, and because of 
the many hands that are clasped to- 
gether, to touch those who are most 
distant, separated by miles or by con- 
ditions. 

Let me tell you a story I read the 
other day, which begins in the dear old 
way.

Annual Report of the Georgia 


Branch of 


the S. A. C. W. 


The Georgia branch, feeling that it 
is the duty of college women to be con- 
versant with the problems of its com- 
munity, has devoted its meeting this 
year to the study of city government. 
Starting with the earliest forms of gov- 
ernment in England and on the conti- 
nent we proceeded to the government 
of our own country and finally to 
Atlanta, which we studied in detail. The 
result of our study has been the unani- 
mous indorsement of commission gov- 
ernment. This problem being one of 
vital interest at present, our conclu- 
sion has attracted a good deal of at- 
tention from the press. 

As mentioned in the last report, the 
branch was interesting itself in the 
passage through the last meeting of 
the legislature, of the bill for the 
establishment of an industrial reform 
school for girls. Constant watching of 
the bill. the sending of letters and pub- 
licity ended finally in its success, de- 
spite enormous difficulties. The recog- 
nition of the service of the branch In 
bringing about the success of this 
movement is shown in the following 
extract from one of our dally papers: 

“The Association of College Women, 
under the able leadership of Miss Rhoda 
Kaufman. took the initiative in en- 
gineering the bill through almost des- 
perate conditions to a successful Is- 
sue.” Because of the success of this 
movement, Dr. MeKelway. of the Na- 
tional Child Labor csommittee, ad- 
dressed us in October and made a 
strong appeal to the branch to devote 
itself to the passage of a child labor 
bill through the next assembly of the 
legislature. 

The branch lent its interest and sup- 
port to the child welfare exhibit, be- 
ginning in Atlanta, December 1, by as- 
sisting in the distribution of literature 
and in explaining the exhibit. 

The branch also in recognition of so 


distinguished a body as the American 
Association of Science, @ave a beautiful 
reception at the home of Mrs. War- 
ren Boyd, on New Year's eve. Our 
usual Christmas offering to supply 
shoes fer poor school children was 
placed in the hands of the lated 
charities.

During his last two years in the 
house Toombs devoted himself mainly 
to non-sectional and non-partisan sub- 
jects, busying himself specially with 
matters of economy and the mainte- 
nance of responsibility in the financial 
departments of the national govern- 
ment. But it was during his career 
in the senate, which he entered in 
1854. that Toombs roase to the. full 
height of his abilities as practical 
statesman. In that splendid arena he 
displayed his large powers of mind 
and soul to their fullest extent, win- 
ning his place easily in the front rank 
of this colleagues, who, like himself, 
in a legislative conflict of su- 
importance and pregnant with 

consequences. 

Speaking of Toombs’s equipment for 
his distinguished role, Professor Phil- 
hee draws the followire vital sketch 
of the senator's personality, and of his 
motives and sentiments at that time; 
it iS a purtraiture which will success- 
fully stand the test of time and of the 
severest criticism. He says: 

“Toombs entered the senate with 
powers matured, reputation establish- 
ed, purposes fixed and ambition satis- 
fied. He was, and was known to be, 
an uncompromising foe of patronage 
methods, and all other means for us- 
ing government resources for party 
advantage, a severe critic of party 
conventions, caucus irresponsibility 
and committee secrecy, a perpetually 
alert guardian of the public treasury, 
a caustic censor of those who partici- 
pated in public squanderings, an en- 
thusiastic devotee of justice, and an 
ardent champion of southern rights in 
all crises threatening their infringe- 
ment.

“Furthermore, he was known by his 
own assertion to hold state allegiance 
superior to federal allegiance in its 
obligation upon himself, and to be an 
advocate of secession in last resort. 
steady policy in house and senate 
was such as to make him unavailable 
for presidential or cabinet office in a 
regime of machine politics; and he was 
on record as desiring no administra- 
tive appointment at any time. With 
his industry. his talents and his pa- 
triotism, Toombs was prepared to be a 
steady-going wheelhorse in the sena- 
torial routine in quiet times, but ready 
to serve as a fiery charger in time of 
battle. His preference was for the 
former capacity and he reverted to it 
between each of the crises, and indeed 
never completely departed from it, 
even in the height of sectional con- 
flicts.”’ : 

The chapter entitled ‘“‘Toombs in the 
Slaveholding Regime,’ devoted to the 
remarkable and histuric oration deliv- 
ered by Senator Toombs in Boston in 
L853, will appeal very forcibly to every 
intelligent reader, ané¢ also with spe- 
cial significance to close students of 
the subject and of the time in which 
it was delivered. 

Professor Phillips quotes liberally 
and with fine effect from the book en- 
titled ‘The Brothers’ War,” by the 
late John C. Reed (Little, Brown & 
Co., New York), for years a prominent 
member of the Georgia bar, a writer 
of sterling worth and an intimate, 
lifelong friend of Senator Toombs. The 
author has the true scholar’s clear in- 
sight into the deeper undercurrents of 
our national and sectional politics; he 
can thoroughly depict the social, racial 
and factional features of the times he 
is writing about, and his gift of inter- 
pretation is well developed. We have 
illustration of this in the chapter on 
the election of 1860, with its copious 
references to the debates in the senate 
and citations from the superb speeches 
of Toombs, which electrified the south. 
This chapter, and the one that follows, 
entitled “Southern Independence,” gir- 
ing details of the efforts Toombs made 
for the consummation of southern in- 
dependece, are both worthy of earnest 
study by readers who wish reliable 
information concerning the most im- 
portant underlying causes of the war 
between the states. Professor Phillips 
relates interestingly some of. the 
phases of the war in which Toombs for 
some time participated, serving with 
distinction as brigadier general. The 
author’s account of Toombs’s brief and 
rather -fractious and frictional activi- 
ties as a member of the cabinet of 
President Davis is also illuminating 
and characteristic of Georgia's famous 
senator. 

Devoted to His State. 

The chapter entitled, “An Unrecon- 
structed Georgian,” admirably depicts 
the patriotic devotion, the conserva- 
tive wisdom, the lofty ideals which 
Toombs consecrated to the upbuilding 
and the promotion of the welfare of 
his beloved _native state, politically, 
socialiv, industrially and financially. 
To the service of Georgia he gave the 
closing vears of his life with pro- 
nounced and permanent success, dis- 
playing to the last his rare qualities 
as a veteran statesman and patriot. In 
his old age he accepted the simple, 
serene faith of his devoted wife and 
became a member of the Methodist 
church. He died in his home at Wash- 
ington, December 15, 1885, and was 
buried in the cemetery of that quiet 
little Georgia town. “The plain shaft 
over his grave.’ says Professor Phite- 
lips, “is ingecribed merely ‘Robert 
Toombs,’ but to Georgians that  in- 
scription is eloquent.” 

The perusal of this notable biogra- 
phy of one of Georgia's most eminent 
sons, and the thoughts suggested bv 
the scope of r-xeun a life, move us to 
clogse our re\ ew with the statement 
that if there ever lived a roval-natured 
man, a born king among men, that 
man was Robert Toembs. Nature had

came comspicuous in him in contrast 
with the large and conspicuous vir- 
tues in which they were set. His pas- 
sionmate nature gave tremendous force 
to the defects of his character, as it 
gave overwhelming momentum to his 
noble characteristics, and in the con- 
%templation of the latter we can well 
afford to forgive, if not forget, the 
faults and flaw: which marred the 
beauty and sy _stry of a character 
which stood out prominently in Roman 
breadth of outline. 

Mediocre humanity could only won- 
der at his eccent ties nor under- 
stand that a mountain will cast a

'mountain’s shadow, or that that which 


is weakness in a giant would be ex- 
traordinary etrength in a dwarf. His 
faults perished with his dust. He left 
us a large legacy of shining virtues, 
which will perpetuate his name for 
ages as “an honest mau, the noblest 
work of d:”’ as a man full of gen- 
erous impulses and heroic motives, as 
a lover of his country, as a statemau 
in the days when statesmanship still 
bore the royal stamp of genius, as, 
above all, a Georgian true to his state 
and his people: as one who was the 
peer of any man in those qualities of 
intellect and heart which constitute 
the granite basis as well as the ornate 
superstructure of the world’s illus- 
trious men.

ANOTHER LEAD FROM BROOKS. 


Brooks county, that put Georgia hams 
and bacon on the national map, is setting 
the pace for the state in another direction, 
and that is in a farmers’ organization to 
bring producer in direct touch with con- 
sumer. 

A farmers’ exchange has been formed, 
with offices at Quitman and with J. L. Clax- 
ton as manager. The exchange advertises 
to sell all farm products, of whatever nature, 
in wholesale lots or by parcel post. There 
is little doubt that with the agricultural 
prestige of Brooks back of the movement 
it will record a speedy success. 

Through its editorial, news and advertis- 
ing columns, The Constitution has shown the 
feasibility and profit in utilizing the parcel 
post and the express to promote direct rela- 
tions between producer and consumer. 

The processes that make these inter- 
changes possible can easily be amplified to 
cover wholesale as well as retail lots of 
farm products. 

If every county in Georgia organized a 
farmers’ exchange of this scope diversifica- 
tion would be given a material impetus, the 
farmer and the state would be given new 
sources of revenue, and the consumer new 
and reliable sources of supply. 

It is reasonable to expect that as Georgia 
farmers learn the advantage of this sort of 
co-operation they will increasingly utilize it. 

With the exchanges, as with individuals 
in the country, advertising in dailies and 
tri-weekly newspapers of general circulation 
is the keynote to success.

THE MIDWEEK HALF-HOLIDAY. 


The Atlanta Federation of Trades and 
the Retail Grocers and Butchers’ association 
of Atlanta are co-operating in a campaign 
the object of which is to make Wednesday 
instead of Saturday the weekly summer half- 
holiday for all retail establishments in At- 
lanta. As it is now, many of the retail 
houses in the heart of the city observe Sat- 
urday as the summer half-holiday. Last 
summer the grocers and butchers inaugu- 
rated the Wednesday closing, since the na- 
ture of their business made the Saturday 
closing out of the question. This year they 
are pursuing the same program. 

In and around Atlanta are 15,000 indus- 
trial workers, whose only or chief opportu- 
nity to shop, pay their bills and renew their 
credit is on Saturday afternoons. They are 
now materially embarrassed in these direc- 
tions by the Saturday afternoon closing of 
the retail establishments. It is argued that 
as Wednesday is the lightest retail day and 
Saturday the heaviest, the substitution of 
Wednesday for the Saturday half-holiday for 
retail workers would solve the problem. The 
change would also break the week during 
the heated months, giving all workers their 
Sunday still intact. 

The Atlanta Federation of Trades in- 
dorses the idea for the increased conven- 
ience it would give industrial workers, 
while penalizing the retail contingent in the 
matter of a weekly half-holiday. 

The movement is one the retail estab- 
lishments of the city may well take under 
advisement. It should simplify their busi- 
ness without imposing any burdens upon 
their employees. 


A NATION-BEA TER! 


A splendid indirect tribute to Atlanta 
apnJ the south is implied in the report made 
by Jchn C. Shaffer, manager of the Chicago 
Grand Opera company, with regard to the 
just completed western tour of that aggre- 
gation of artists. The Chicago company is 
an adjunct of the Metropolitan, that has 
just completed its annual engagement in 
Atlanta. Its talent is of the highest class. 

Mr. Shaffer reports that the western 
tour of the artists was a distinct disap- 
He says, “the company lost ap- 
proximately $60,000 on the venture. The 
San Francisco engagement of two weeks 
was especially disappointing. Other cities 
on the western circuit failed to respond as

expected.” 

San Francisco is several times the size 
of Atlanta. It is assumed to have a popu- 
lation much more metropolitan and, there. 
fore, better material from which to draw 
for grand opera patronage. Yet San Fran- 
cisco with all its wealth and art failed to 
support grand opera, and Atlanta, -.with 
much ‘smaller resources, has supported 
grand opera, at a profit, for five consecutive 
seasons. 

The same conditions apply relatively to 
other western cities. It would be interest- 
ing to study the itinerary of the company, 
learning the size of the _ cities visited. 
Doubtless it would be disclosed that most, 
if not all of them, Were assumedly larger 
and wealthier than Atlanta. 

Two deductions stand out from these 
facts: 

The first is that Aflanta and the terri- 
tory tributary are in much healthier finan- 
cial condition than the west, with all the 
exploitation and advantages that section 
has had. 

The second is thay there is a genuine 
and abiding love for the highest type of

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How to Keep Money at Home 
Will Be Discussed at Quifman 


Editor Constitution: The 26th of May is 
to be a memorable day in the history of 
south Georgia because of the coming Georgia 
Animal Industry convention, which is being 
called to meet at Quitman, Ga. by the Geor- 
gia Chamber of Commerce. At the wuggeent 
request of the Brooks County Industrial club, 
the Georgia Chamber of Commerce called 
the meeting to hold its sessions at Quit- 
man, and from present indications it will be 
an occasion unequaled in the history of south 
Georgia and the cattle and hog industry 
of that section. 

A number of the leading authorities on 
cattle and hog-raising will address the meet- 
ing. Among them will be Hon. James E. 
Downing, of the United States department 
of agriculture and president of the Boys’ 
Pig Clubs of Georgia, who will speak on 
the subject: “Pigs Is Pigs;” Dr. E. M. Nigh- 
bert, chief of the bureau of animal industry 
of the United States government for the 
states of Georgia, Florida and South Caro- 
lina; Dr. Peter F. Bahnsen, state veterina- 
rian; Dr. A. M. Soule, president of the State 
College of Agriculture, and a number of oth- 
er men of national reputation. 

$40,000,000 Thrown Away. 

Georgia sends away every year more than 
$40,000,000 for meat and meat products. This 
is equal to about one-tenth of the entire 
world’s annual gold output. It is equal to 
one-third of the entire cotton crop of Geor- 
gia. This flow of money never ebbs. Our 
shipments of products to the northwest are 
relatively inconsiderable. 

South Georgia has undertaken the patri- 
otic task of keeping this money in Georgia. 
In response to the invitation of the Brooks 
County Industrial club that a south Geor- 
gia-wide animal industry conference be held 
to study and stimulate meat production, the 
Georgia Chamber of Commerce has issued a 
call to the trade bodies and mayors urging 
them to send delegates, not less than seven 
from each town, to this conference on 
May 26. 

It has been demonstrated through years 
of actual commercial hog-raising that south- 
west Georgia can produce pork .at three to 
five cents a pound, considerably cheaper than 
it can be produced in the northwest. The 
Georgia grower has the advantage of the 
home market and the freights thus saved. 
It pays better than growing cotton. It is 
the best defense against the boll weevil, 
and is the keynote of greater prosperity. 
The meeting is not local, but state-wide. 
All Georgia is expected to encourage 
great gathering and all south Georgia will 
participate. 

The vital facts regarding animal industry 
brought to the attention of the public at 
this gathering will be of enormous educa- 
tive value and the good results felt through- 
out the state. 

The interest that is being manifested in 
this convention all over the state and the 
great number of letters that are being re- 
ceived from those who are making prepara- 
tion to attend as delegates indicate that 
south Georgia especially is beginning one 
of the greatest industrial revivals that the 
country has ever known. It is being freely 
predicted that through this convention south 
Georgia will come into prominence through- 
out the nation as one of the leading meat- 
producing sections of America, and the in- 
dustry will be given a tremendous stimulus 
as a result of the convention.

INTERESTING VIEW OF SUGGESTION 
OF HUGH DORSEY FOR GOVERNOR

“Opinions may differ as to who really 
committed this foul crime of deSecration and 
murder upon the child, but on the points 
of Hugh Dorsey’s wonderful ability, skillful 
generalship and earnest, unremitting devo- 
tion to duty, as he saw it, as so strikingly 
demonstrated in his masterly conduct of this 
case, there can be no room for argument. 
In this exigency Hugh Dorsey has shown 
himself to be a public official of extraor- 
dinary qualities. It igs especially rare for a 
man to display such devotion to duty when 
it means a very great personal sacrifice, as 
was the case with Dorsey. 

“It would be unfortunate for Mr. Dorsey 
to be put forward as the candidate of a class 
or faction, or for opinion as to the murder 
case to enter into the campaign at all. But 
no doubt there are many thousands through- 
out the state who, like the writer, hold no 
prejudice or opinion as to the guilt or inno- 
cence of Frank, but who warmly admire 
Hugh Dorsey, the man. 

“Should Mr. Dorsey be put forward as a 
democratic candidate for governor strictly 
upon his personal merits, our present inten- 
tion is to enthusiastically support him. This 
because he impresses us as being the most 
able and competent of those mentioned so 
far in this connection. This does not imply 
an unfavorable opinion of the others: un- 
questionably there are several excellent men 
in the field already, but practially all of 
them are more or less local figures and 
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neither seems to have won enthusiastic in- 
terest over a very large portion of the state.”

Potash for Tobacco. 


Krom Middle Tennessee: “Can you 
tell me why sulphate of potash is used 
in a tobacco fertilizer, and muriate for 
other crops? Some claim that the mu- 
riate will fire the tobacco. I think it 
is lack of nitrogen that causes’ the 
firing. Our tobacco is checked three 
and one-half by three and one-half. 
The fertilizer used is 4-8-4, applied 
heavily. I claim that fertilizing in the 
hill causes the firing and not the pot- 
ash. Another question: Ater 10 loads 
of horse stable manure have been 
spread on land for corn, would an ap- 
plication of 400 pounds an acre of a 
mixture of 14 per cent phosphoric acid 
and 4 per cent potash damage it?” 

I have never heard it claimed that 
muriate of potash will cause tobacco 
to ftre. The muriate is thought to 
injure the burning quality of the leaf, | 
it certainly, so far as I have ob- 
served, tends to keep the leaves green 
too late rather than firing them. at 
possible harm do you suppose could 
come to the crop from adding 400 
pounds of 14-4 an acre after manur- 
ing? It will help rather than ‘hurt the 
ecorn.—W,.

PRICES IN COMPETITION 


Protected Price Plan Would 
Insure the Guarantee of a 
Better Public Service.

“When congress, 24 vears ago, en- 
acted the Sherman law, it acted as the 
champion-vof the small merchant,” said 
Mr. Howland, in The Journal of Com- 
merce. “It proposed that he should be 
relieved from the crushing power of 
the trusts and enjoy a fair«chance for 
a living profit and the right to exist. 

“The error of congress was that it 
made no effort to eliminate the causes 
of the unfair competition. So long as 
‘quantity price’ remained, large buy- 
ers were bound to possess advantages 
over their small competitors. 

“IT am astonished,at the opposition 
which has been displayed to the propo- 
sition, because I fail to see in the 
proposition anything antagonistic to 
the spirit of the Sherman law or to 
the best fundamentals of fair competi- 
tion. Evidently the average public— 
and much of the mercantile world—is 
totally unmindful of the immense revo- 
lution in business which has come 
about during the past 25 or 30 years, 
and therefore labors under a miscon- 
ception of the whole question of com- 
petitive truth. 

“The rights of a specialized product 
are exactly parallel in their tield to 
the rights of an individual in human 
competitive fields. The specialty is 
more than a commodity; it is a com- 
modiay plus personality. It has a 
reputation for quality—or the opposite 
perhaps— it is known to the consuming 

ublic and is already in demand when 
t reaches the merchant's store. 
Wrapped up in every package of the 
advertised speciality is a little of the 
valuable element which IL choose to 
call ‘salability.’ That alone gives the 
specialty a value for the merchant 
which no unidentified product can 
have. He prefers to sell that type of 
merchandise—it takes less effort, it in- 
volves less time-investment, it assures 
repeated sales and he knows at all 
times what he is handling. 

“But the evolution of the specialty 
has changed the function of the mer- 
chant. The man who created and 
owns this specialized product—who has 
given it his name and reputation and 
ekill and (in large degree) has already 
half sold it, claims rights in it. Nor 
in fairness can his claims be denied. 

“The manufacturer will not deny that 
he is a monopolist—in his own brand. 
He prefers to regard the merchants as 
his ‘distributors,’ rather than as inde- 
pendent merchants. If he be a wise 
manufacutrer he frankly admits that 
when he acquired the privileges of a 
monopolist he assumed responsibilities 
also. One of them is to see that his 
distributors get a fair chance for a 
free field and a fair profit. In a sense 
he regards them as high employees, en- 
titled to a just regard for their serv- 
ices. He says he did not sell them the 
merchandise without reservation, but 
rather that what he sold was a license 
to skim a certain profit off what he 
made and put in their hands for deliv- 
ery. . 

“Now, if this be true—and I think 
most observers feel that it is—the re- 
lation of the manufacturer to his dis- 
tributors has entirely changed, just as 
the product has. His responsibilities 
as a manufacturer have grown far 
more than he is generally willing to 
admit. First of all, he must assume 
the competition of the product. The 
opponents of the maintained price 
nt contend that the plan ‘restrains 
competition. It does nothing of the 
sort; it merely transfers the competi- 
tion from among distributors to com- 

etition of products. The Stevens bill 

ars the fixed price privilege from a 
product which is a monopoly. 

“T admit there are many side lines 
in the logic of merchandising on the 
fixed price plan—-too many to be dis- 
cussed here—but I believe they would 
all readily vield to a system based on 
absolute equality. That every manu- 
facturer would find the fixed price 
Plan desirable is not claimed, The 
proposed law leaves that an open 
question for every manufacturer to 
settle for himself. But it would at 
least make every manufacturer the 
master of his destinies, the general of 
his own competition, the sponsor for 
the profitableness of his product in 
the hands of the trade, and would 
place the responsibilities for compe- 
tition, for quality, for prices and for 
adequate distribution. 

“Maintained prices mean the assur- 
ance of open markets, a willing field 
of distributors in every part of the 
land, the assurance that nationalized 
products may be found everywhere in 
a nationalized market. Price cutting 
means exactly the opposite—substitu- 
tion, . dissatisfied distributors, scanty 
supplies, and ofted diselimination from 
the market of desirable eoods. 

“Like all other forms of co-ordinat- 
@d and svstematized reiation, certain 
forms of individual interest must bow 
to the common welfare, but the day is 
past in America when anything for 
the good of all the people should be 
subordinated to individual or class 
greed. In exactly the way that equali- 
ty of right in civics has made America 
the happiest of nations, so would a'! 
legalized square deal born of equality 
of mercantile opportunity conduce to 
the emancipation of the merchant and 
guarantee a better public service.”
